“Egypt ot the Futare” contains some re- 
markable criticisms on Lord Cromer’s policy of 
governing Egypt, and Mr. Eiward Dicey is 
very Outspoken in his objsctions to what he 
considers is an autocracy.

His Lord-hip prefers to do as much as 
possible- by himself, dislikes oritici m, and 
prefsrs to act through officials who, whether 
native or Europeen,'ate content to carry ont 
his instructions even thodgh privately they 
may dissent from his views, One by one, every 
inflaence which impaired his aatocracy has 
been removed or’ fettered. The Khedive has 
been taught that it is more consonant with 
his comfort and se'f-respect not to tender 
advice about the internal affairs of his kingdem.
